naval strength. What Germany de- 
plores makes civilized men ever 
where clse glad. The béstial Turk is 
one of the greatest obstacles to the 
restoration of world peace. Germany 
for her own ends not only desires 
that he shall retain Constantinople 
and the regions of European and 
Asiatic Turkey adjacent to that city, 
inhabited chichy by Ottomans, but 
that the Turkish empire as constitt- 
ted before the war shall remain in- 
tact. Even were the problems of 
Belgium, Poland, and Alsace-Lor- 
yaine settled to the satisfaction of 
the Allies, peace would be impossible 
so long as Germany continued to 
demand the restoration of Palestine, 
of Mesopotamia, and of Armenia: It 
may be that an intact Turkey,, with 
Germany as her overlord, ° would 
be less erucl and anti-Christian than 
in the past, but the experiences ° of 
the Armenians during the past three 
years, while German influence has 
een supreme at Constantinople, give 
little hope of reform. 

_The representatives of the kaiser 
did not even make an audible pro- 
test when Enver Pasha and Talaat 
Bey set their corps of murderers te 
work in 1915 upon the hideous task 
of exterminsting the Armenian peo- 
ple. There were audible protests 
from certain sections of the German 
Peopie, but these were stifled, and 
official Germany—itself stained with 
the blood of the villagers of Bel- 
gium—stood by unmoved while hun- 
dreds of thousands of Armenians 
were massacred in cold blood. The 
martyrdom of Armenia continued 
for many months. Did Germany 
permit the slaughter of the most in- 
dustrious and commercially capable 
people in Asia Minor to continue 
unchecked because the. wiping out 
of the Artmenizns would at the close 
of the war give the Teuton trader a 
free hand in the markets of Asiatic 
Turkey? That explanation, with its 
dreadful implication, cannot be _ set 
aside lightly. Germany could have 
put a stop to the Armenian atroci- 
ties by a word of stern reprobation. 
That word was not spoken. And be- 
cause it was not spoken the kaiser 
will stand forever linked in infamy 
with the leaders of the Young Turks 
—murderers al), 

That these wholesale assassins 


and Arabia, and- Mesopotamia re- 
turned to them is incredible. Henry 
Cabot Lodge, in the United States 
senate a little-over a month ago, 
put the case of civilization against 
the Turk in these words: 

“The Ottoman Turks have been in 
Europe since the fifteenti century 
In the days of their success they

centuries 
of their decay they have been the 
pest and the curse of Europe, the 
source of innumerable wars, the ex- 
ecutioners ‘in. countless massacres. 
The Turks are brave © soldicrs and 
good fighting men; but there praise 
must stop. There is not one word 
to be said in defence of ‘the Turks 
as governors or rulers. When they 
came into the region that is now 
called the Balkans they found there 
large and prosperous cities, built 
up during th: early Middle Ages on 
the ruins of the Roman civih _tion. 
They found a feitile and cultivated 
country. The cities which they cap- 
tured sank into deserted villages. 
Wherever they have trodden trade, 
industry, commerce, the arts, and 
civilization have withered | away. 
They have preyed upon the jealous- 
ies and controversy of the other na- 
tions of Europe, and in this way 
have sustained themselves at Con- 
stantinople. They have been the 
cause of many wars. The massacres 
of which they have been _ guilty, 
which stretch back to the day of 
their arrival, and which have never 
been worse than during the entire) 
nineteenth century, almost surpass | 
belief and imagination. _ In justice 
however, it must be said that never 
have the massacres been so frightful 
as they have been since the Turks! 
passed under German  dornination. 
At least half of the Armenian peo- 
le have been slaughtered in cold 
lood, and the remnant is only pre- 
served now because a large part of, 
Armenia has fallen under Russian | 
control and the other Armenians | 
have taken refuge there. Such a na-} 
tion as this—such a government, | 
should say, as this—is a curse to; 
modern civilization, Like a pesti-! 
lence, it breathes forth contagion 
upon the innocent air.” 

The bestial Turk, driven from the 
lands he has ravaged for centuries 
by, the valor of British and Russian’ 
soldiers who have died on many a 
blood-soaked battlefield in nearer 
Asia since the war began, cannot be! 
permitted to return under the pro- 
tection of German bayonets. His 
fiendish work is done; the cup of 
his iniquities is full to overllowing.— 
Toronto Globe,

He pointed out the importance of 
providing as much venison as pos- 
sible as a substitute for beef and 
mutton among all classes. of con- 
sumers. 

In many parts of Canada there are 
large numbers of deer, caribou and 
other animals suitable for food, 
which are protected at the present 
time by provincial legislation. I 
view of the critical conditiun in re- 
gard to food supply and the neces- 
sity of sending from this country 
every ounce of exportable meat, the 
question may well be raised whether 
some temporary relaxing , of these 
game restrictions should not be 
made, in order that all available sub- 
stitutes might be utilized to relieve 
the needs of the allies by releasing 
additional quantities of © Canadian 
beef and bacon from domestic con- 
sumption, 

Under date of August’ 14, 1917, the 
food controller wrote to several pro- 
¥incial governments suggesting spe 
cial regulations during the hunting 
season that would allow of a larger 
quantity of game being taken and 
sold for food than has been obtain- 
-1 in the past. -More recently a let- 
ter was received from British Co- 
lumbia in which the ~ writer said: 
“We have certain game laws in this 
province which are excellent under 
normal conditoins and which allow 
the hunting and killing of a certain 
number of deer but forbid the sale 
of same. My suggestion is that this 
law be changed for a time and that 
men be encouraged to hunt and to 
bring in the venison by allowing it 
to be sold. If a sufficient supply and 
the supply is abundant, could be 
placed on. the market, perhaps it 
would help to save beef, ete., and 
would allow young beef stock to 
grow bigger before being killed for 
food. Many men have killed deer 
and have only saved ‘choice cuts’ 
rather than go to the heavy labor of 
packing the animal out, whereas if 
they knew they could sell the car- 
cass it would be worth their while 
to carry it out even a long way. In 
winter man, a farmer has time to go 
hunting fora day or so and I be- 
lieve a temporary alteration in the 
game law respecting the hunting of 
deer and sale of the carcasses, would 
result-in an increase of meat supplies 
and a consequent saving of beef.”

How to Fight 
War Weariness 


The Depressing Lassitude’ Brought 
* On by Routine 


What is this noxious fever that 
threatens to sap our strength and 
rob us of final victory? Like many 
other maladies, it has persisted un- 
recognized for centuries. without the 
glamor of an official name, It is far 
more prosaic and unromantic under 
the title of “dish-washing weariness” 
or “office-stool weariness,” but it is 
precisely the same disease. It is the 
mental ache of weariness that the 
trivial round aud the common task 
are always threatening to induce: It 
is the depressing lassitude brought 
on by routine. 

In the early days of the world 
struggle, bulletins . were scannéd by 
enormous crowds and war enthusi- 
asm was fed on cable news. Today it 
needs the stimulus of a victory on a 
Gargantuan scale to rouse a-sembl- 
ance of our former heart stirrings. 
It is thus that we are exposed to 
the infegtion of War Weariness. 

What is the remedy? What pro- 
phylactie will ward off the féver? In 
Germany the people are fed on paper 
victories, and chimes of . rejoicing 
peal from the stceples on the smal- 
lest provocation. ‘These are quack 
potions that can effect no lasting 
cure, The real remedy lies in creat- 
ing the stimulus that will overcome 
the depressing sprites, seach = task 
must be an integral part of the war. 
The saving of a cup of sugar, the 
economising of a few minutes of an 
employer's time, must be recognized, 
without semblance of doubt, as a nail 
in the coffin of the kaiser. In _ this 
way the dross of the dreariest roa- 
tine will be refined until it is trans- 
mitted into the pure gold of a chiv- 
alric adyenture.—Montreal Star.

The Italian victory on the Piave is regarded by many military 
observers of the war as the greatest reverse the ‘Leutonic ‘alllies . 
liave yet received, as internal troubles in Austria are very like- 
ly to be aggravated by the failure ot the offensive, which to all . 
uppearances is ending in «a complete rout of the Austrains 
forces. Germany's effort to rush troops to the help of the 
Austrians cannot fail to weaken their offensive on the wect 
front and it will take some time to yet sufficient help to Italy 
to retrieve the situation there, In the meantime American and, 
Canadian troops are pouripg into France at a rate that will 
shortly assure a superiovity over the enemy in man power. 
‘The situation certainly looks hopeful from every point of view. 


Quality Sacrificed to Quantity. 


With dry weather threatening the crops in the pruvirie 
provinces it becomes a matter of grave doubt if the campaign 
for greater production of wheat will not end disastrously. 
The bulk of the increased acreage was due largely to the sow- 
ing of wheat on land that would otherwise have been summer- 
fallowed or sown to oats, and an attempt to increase the acreage 
in the face of a shortage of help would not lead to extra 
work being put on the land to insure results. An exceptionally 
favorable season would have justified the indiscriminate sowing 
of wheat by the farmers, but to inaugurate a campaign on that 
assumption would not appeal to the average agriculturist, 
Wheat oxceeding two dollars per bushel was an incentive for 
farmers t6 sow it. | The effort should have been to have the 

wheat well sown, not.to sow more of it, 


Registrants Should be Branded. 


Diffiuculties are already being experienced by travellers 
who hrve left,¢home without there registration certificates and 
it is very likely this trouble will increase rather than dim- 
imish in the future, The slip of paper furnished the registrant 
is smail enough to be easily lost, and it would not be a difficult 
matter to forget it and leave it behind when making a» excur. 
sion abroad, ‘The fact of being at war is begining to be serious

The Calgary Herald considers there should be no eriticism 
of the government at the present time on the part of the news- 
papers.

“Deductions from 
the world war,” as the volume was 
entitled, was written. for Germany 
consumption and its export. was pro- 
hibited.

“Only under the absolute command 
of a war lord can, an army achieye a 
really vigoréus development, It can- 
not be emphasized too often what an 
immense debt the Prussian army — 
and therewith at Germany—owes to 
the Prussian Kings. 


‘Nobody can undertake to guranntea 
a long veriod ‘of peace . , ier 
lasting peace is guaranteed only by 
strong armaments. 

“War has its basisin human nature 
and as long as human nature remains 
unaltered, war will continue to exist, 
as it has existed already for thousands 
of years. The often quoted saying of 
Moltke that wars are inhuman, but 
eternal peace is a dream, aud not even 
a beautiful dream, will continue to be 
true,

Less than 200,000 women were em- 
ployed in Great Britian before the 
war began and these were mostly in 
textile mills, The report for 1917 gives

000; workers in chemicals and engine- 
ering plants, 200,000; land workers, 
100,000 (with anadditional 30,000 called 
for this summer) and thousands as 
mechanis, motor drivers, ambulance 
drivers, street car and onmibus operat- 
ors, cab drivers, every sort of railway 
work, letter carries, bank clerks and 
office workers of every kind, Recruit- 
ing goes on steadily in all these lines

Men Nineteen and Twenty Years of Age. 


It has come to the attention of the Government that there is a widespread 
impression that young men of nineteen years, and those who became twenty 
since October 13, 1917, as well as those who may beccme nineteen from time to 
time and who weigh been wi cd ome unos a i._ ister under the Military 
Service Act, are to be immediately called to the colours. 

impression is quite incorrect. No date has yet been fixed for calling 

upon such men to so report for duty, nor has the question been brought before 

thegCabinet for decision. In view of tlic need of labour on the farm, it is most 

_ unItely that consideration will be given to the matter until after the harvest is

Anyone styling. her- 
self Mrs, Win-the-War is just ithe 
sort of person one would expett to 
sec the logic of using as little beef 
as possible and turning to the ut- 
most advantage the abundant re- 
sources at her command. 

Then, secondly, you want to know 
what you can give to growing schoo! 
boys for breakfast instead of ba- 
con, Of course. one, assumes that 
you give them cereals in any event. 
‘Eggs and cheese in any’ form are 
a great deal better for them than 
bacon. 

Then what boy doest’t like pan- 
cakes and syrup? It is an excellent 
thine for those who live on the-farm 
to give the boys sour milk cottage 
cheese and this is economical in 
more senses than one. A_ glass of 
muttermilk is one of the finest things 
for growing children when you can 
get them to take it. Now go ahead 
and help win the war on the farm. 

M.E.: What’s the idea of prohib- 
iting the use of package cereals? It’s 
a much vexed question, isn’t it? 

As Mr. Hanna has now exp'ained 
manv times there was no intention 
on his part to be unfair to the busi- 
ness interests, The manufacture 
and sale of package foods has_ in- 
creased to such an extent within 
the last decade as to render difficult 
the purchase from retail dealers in 
bulk of many of the substitutes for 
wheat. This has resulted in- a dis- 
proportionate increase in the prices 
of such foods when sold in original 
small packages. The principal rea- 
son for the ordinance restricting the 
sale of ‘certain packave foods is that 
substitutes for wheat shou'd. be 
made available to the public as 
cheaply as possible in order to in- 
crease their use. By everybody re- 
turnine to the practice of purchas- 
ine cereals and cereal products in 
bulk, the people would be able to 
biy more cheaply -and at the same 
time would be assured of a fresh 
sunn'y,

There you have 
the ease in a nutshell The value of 
the ice cream trade lies in the fact 
that the revenue obtained from this 
source enables the dealers to sell 
mille which is in demand by all. in- 
cinding the poorer classes, at a low- 
er price than that at which “they 
would be able to sell it if they had 
net some protection against loss on 
a heavy surplus of milk.

However, here is the explana- 
tion. The abnormal demand for but- 
ter due to war conditons and. the 
probability that this would lead to a 
tremendous rise in prices made it 
imperative that other fats be, made 
available in Canada, subject to rea 
sonable conditons, as a_ substitute 
for butter. Consequently an order 
in council was passed at the instiga- 
tion of the food controller providing 
for the manufacture and = sale of 
oleomargarine. This is a_ blanket 
term for not only oleomargarine but 
margarine, butterine or any other 
substitute for butter which is manu- 
factured wholly or in part from any 
fat other than that from mi'’k and 
cream, which contains no _ forcign 
coloring matter and which does not 
contain more than sixteen per cent. 
of water, 

A Country Woman: Sharing in- 
dignation with your city sister over 
the price of potatoes, aren’t your 
Well, the price of potatocs has not 
heen fixed because it was impossible 
to fix them for this year. The aver- 
age crop of potatoes in Canada is a 
hundred bushels to the acre. The 
seed alone costs *he Ontario farm- 
er $42 an acre without taking into 
account labor on the land or anv- 
thing else. As Mr. Hanna has said: 
“You cannot fix prices at the figures 
of ordinary good crop years; you 
cannot cut the prices in spite of the 
cold facts.

The Light teyond— —- 
Maurice Maeterlinck on the Subject 


of Death 


Maurice ‘Macterlinck in “The Light. 
Beyond,” says this of death: 

“It is surprising tha the idea. of 
death which should be the most per- 
fect and the most luminous of ideas 
—being the most persistent and the 
most inevitable--remains the fiimsi- 
est and the only one that is a lag- 
gard * * * To fathom its abysses, we 
wait until the most enfeebled, the 
most disordered moments of our dife 
arrive. We do not begin to think of 
death until we have no longer the 
strength, I will not say, to think, but 
even to breathe. * * * Let us learv 
to look upon death as it is in itselt, 
free from the horrors of matter and 
stripped of the terrors of the imagi- 
nation, Let us first get rid of all 
that goes before and does not _ be- 
long to it, Thus we impute to it 
the tortures of the last illness, and 
that is not just. Illnesses have 
nothing in common with that which 
ends them, They form part of life, 
and not of death. We really for- 
get the most cruel sufferings that re- 
store us to health, and the first sun 
of convalescence destroys the most 
unbearable memories of the cham- 
ber of pain. But let death come, and 
at once we overwhelm it with all the 
evil done before it. Not a tear but 
is remembered and used as a_re- 
proach, not a cry of pain but be- 
comes a cry-of accusation, Death 
alone bears the weight of thé errors 
of nature or the ignorance of science 
that have uselessly prolonged _ tor- 
ments in whose name we curse be 
cause it puts a termination to them,
